Date(s): January 11, 2016 and April 28, 2015 

§2.126(b) - Access and inspection of records and property; submission of itineraries. 

The use of a room, table, or other facilities necessary for the proper examination of the records and 
inspection of the property or animals must be extended to APHIS officials by the dealer, exhibitor, 
intermediate handler or carrier, and a responsible adult shall be made available to accompany APHIS 
officials during the inspection process. 

Date(s): December 01, 2015 

§2.40(b)(3) - Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care (dealers and exhibitors). 

Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
include: daily observation of all animals to assess their health and well-being; Provided, however, That daily 
observation of animals may be accomplished by someone other than the attending veterinarian; and 
Provided, further, That a mechanism of direct and frequent communication is required so that timely and 
accurate information on problems of animal health, behavior, and well-being is conveyed to the attending 
veterinarian. 

Date(s): December 01, 2015 

§2.126(a) - Access and inspection of records and property; submission of itineraries. 

Each dealer, exhibitor, intermediate handler, or carrier, shall, during business hours, allow APHIS 
officials to examine records required to be kept by the Act and the regulations in this part. 

Date(s): December 01, 2015 and September 15, 2015 

§3.125(a) - Facilities, general. (DIRECT) 

Structural strength. The facility must be constructed of such material and of such strength as 
appropriate for the animals involved. The indoor and outdoor housing facilities shall be structurally sound 
and shall be maintained in good repair to protect the animals from injury and to contain the animals. 

Date(s): December 01, 2015 and September 15, 2015 
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§3.125(c) - Facilities, general. 

Storage. Supplies of food and bedding shall be stored in facilities which adequately protect such 
supplies against deterioration, molding, or contamination by vermin. Refrigeration shall be provided for 
supplies of perishable food. 

Date(s): December 01, 2015 and September 15, 2015 
§3.131 (c) - Sanitation. 

Housekeeping. Premises (buildings and grounds) shall be kept clean and in good repair in order to 
protect the animals from injury and to facilitate the prescribed husbandry practices set forth in this subpart. 
Accumulations of trash shall be placed in designated areas and cleared as necessary to protect the health of 
the animals.
